GUIDE IS SHOT 


Chas! Harper of Mercer Seriously In- 


jured By Member of Milwaukee- 


Hunting Party. 


Chas, Harper, a business man of 


i Mercer, Iron County, lies at St. 
; Mary's hospital suffering-from an ug- 
ly bullet wound In .his right leg. 
The 


; man was mistaken for a,deer by a 
member of a hunting party from 
Milwaukee who ho was guiding. Tho 
shooting was done by a man named 
Hawkins and was purely accidental. 


While guiding the party in a deer 


hunt near Mercer, Sunday afternoon, 
Harper started out to make a drive. 
Leaving the men stationed at differ- 
ent places in the woods he told them 
that ho would soon locate a deer and 
start the animal in their direction. 
Ho expected to return in half an 
hour Harper had been gone about 
ten minutes whon Hawkins heard a 
cracking in the underbrush and mis- 
taking tho gray trousers worn by 
tho guide for the legs of a deerNhe 
raised his rllle and Jlred. lie was at 
onco apprised of his terrible mistake 
by a frightful yell from Harper. Has- 
toning to tho man, he (found him 
writhing in pain with a bloody wound 
in his right leg near the groin. The 
missile' used was the deadly soft nosed 
bullet which badly shattered the bone. 


Tho Injured man was taken to Mer- 


cer and that evening brought to the 
hospital In this city. He suffers In- 
tense pain and It Is feared that It may 
be necessayy to amputate tho leg. 
Owing to the nature of the Injury It 
Is doubtful whether Harper would be 
able to withstand tho operation. 


Hawkins, tho one responsible for 


tho shooting, accompanied Harper to 
tho hospital and Is doing everything 
possible for him. The accident has 
had a most deplorable effect on the 
man and ho Is under a severe nervous 
strain.

other conditions. Adenoids bring on 
deafness through closing the openings 
of tho Eusuchlan tubes.

Mouth breathing Is not always 


associated with adenoids; It may be 
due merely to bad habit.

University soil Specialist shows 


need of legislative action. 


"There Is, perhaps, no state with a 


greater diversity of soils than Wiscon- 
sin " says Processor A. R. Wilson 
of the College of Agriculture, Unlver-; 
slty of Wisconsin, discussing the great 
need for an adequate soil survey of 
the state. "Beside the large areas of 
Intermediate clay loam soils, we have 
approximately 3,000,000 acres of ex- 
tremely heavy clay, almost 3,000,000 
acres of marsh lands, and between 
4,000,000 and 5,000,000 acres of sandy 
soils. Tho coming legislature will be 
urged to provide for a complete sur- 
vey of the soils of the state. The soil 
Is our greatest natural asset, and the 
permanent prosperity of our state de- 
pends largely on how we utilize our 
natural rescources. These special 
types of soil call for the different 
methods of farming and a complete 
adaptation of the system of farming 
to the land under cultivation."

THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 


ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


(Letter From Prmlilent IlonneTelt.) 


The White House, Wash., May 12, '08. 
To .Dii. LAWUUNCB P. FLICK, . 
Chairman, Committee on Internation- 
al Congress on Tuberculosis: 


Sir: It Is with great pleasure that 


I accept the presidency of the "Inter- 
national Congress on Tuberculosis" 
which Is to meet In this city on Sep- 
tember 21, 1U08, and extend Its ses- 
sion to October 12, 1008. Olllclal du- 
ties, however, may. prevent my pre- 
siding at the Initial meeting of tho 
Congress, In which case I will depu- 
tize Secretary Cortelyou.

spects of recovery to hundreds and 
thousands of victims of the disease, 
who under old teachings were aban- 
doned to despair. Tho work of this 
Congress will bring the- results of tho 
latest studies and Investigations be- 
fore the profession at largo, and place 
In the hands of our physicians all of 
the newest und most approved me- 
thods of treating tho disease—a know- 
ledge which will add many years of 
valuable life to our people and will 
thereby Increase our public wealth 
and happiness.

berculosis Is In the Interest of univer- 
sal peace. Hy joining in such a warfare 
against a common foe tho peoples of 
the world are brought closer together 
and made to better realize tho broth- 
erhood of man; for a united Interest 
against a common foe fosters univer- 
sal friendship.

PECULIAR ACCIDENTS. 


Tht "Irony of Life" Illuttrattd In 


Stories of F«ll§. 


The.-"Irony of life" was strikingly 


illustrntod .recently In tlio news of. a 
rustic-who slipped from a nix barred 
gate and broke his nuck ami • of • an 
Italian aeronaut who felt 1,000 feet 
with hl» collapsed balloon with no 
worse result than a spralnod ankle. 


A Frenchwoman, Mmo. Moral,' ani 


her daughter, while climbing In the 
Alps, near Zermutt, fell n distance ol 
1,200 feet, not much less than a quar- 
ter of a mile, and, although the mother 
was killed on the spot, her daughter 
•scaped with a few bruises. 
Mr. 


WUymper, the famous mountaineer, 
bad a similarly miraculous dellvoranc* 
from what seemed to bo certain death 
when scaling the Muttcrhoru. Losing 
bin footliiK, ho fell from rock to rock 
to the bottom of a precipitous gully. 
100 yards In depth, only to recover his 
feet with no worse damage than a 
badly cut head. And M. -Parvllle. a 
French writer, tells the story of "nn 
East Indian living In the Island of 
Oghln-who fell over a precipice 1,000 
feet deep with no more serious coo- 
seaueuro than a good shaking, his fall 
being broken by the dense vegetation 
which grow at the foot of the cliff. 


While climbing a waterworks tower 


1MO feet high In Chicago a steeple- 
jack dislodged a loose stone and was 
precipitated to tho ground from a 
height of 175 feet, fortunately strik- 
ing telegraph wires forty feet nbovo 
tho street and thus breaking his fall. 
The spectators gasped with horror as 
they Raw the man drop swiftly to de- 
struction. A rush was made to pick 
up his shattered remains only to dis- 
cover that he was practically un- 
harmed. Not a bone was broken, and 
ii week later ho was walking about as 
If nothing had happened. 


More remarkable and 
Indeed al 


most Incredible was the experience of 
Charles Woolcot when he was making 
R parachute descent In Venezuela. At 
a height of 3.000 feet Woolcot tlung 
himself off his balloon Into space, 
when, to tho horror of the thousand! 
of onlookers, tho parachute failed to 
open. The man dropped like a stone 
with terrible speed'until, when about 
200 feet from the earth, the purucbutu 
flew open and at once collapsed. lie 
was dashed to tho ground, his right 
thigh and hip wore broken, both ankles 
and knees were badly crushed, and hli 
*plnal column was dislocated, and yet, 
after a year spent In hospital, Woolcot 
was restored to soundness of limb aft- 
er surely the most terrible adventur* 
of which any man has lived to tell tn« 
story. 
But It Is In the history of ballooning 


that one encounters the most remark- 
able cases of sensational drops from 
the clouds. When Mr. Wise, a famous 
aeronaut of tho early nineteenth cen- 
tury, was once making an .ascent hl> 
balloon exploded at an altitude of 13.- 
000 feet and began to drop swiftly to 
the earth, more than a couple of 
miles bolow. "The descent at flrst wa« 
rapid." Mr. Wise writes, "and accom- 
panied by n fearful moaning noli* 
caused by air rushing through the net. 
work and the gas escaping from above. 
In another moment I felt a slight shock, 
and, looking up to see What caused It, 
1 discovered that tho balloon was cant 
Ing over, being nicely doubled In, ,th« 
lower half Into the upper." 


The balloon had, In fact; formed It- 


self Into a parachute and. oscillating 
wildly, continued Its descent until It 
struck the earth violently, throwing 
the aeronaut ton yards out of the car. 
"Tho car had turned bottom upward, 
and there I stood." says Mr. WI»e, 
"congratulating myself and the per- 
•plratlon rolling down my forehead In 
profoilocu"-fit Loul*
